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Grid Indians Break Even 


On September 13, Coach Vanderkolk's Indian 
gridders launched their 1953 campaign on an un¬ 
happy note by losing to Portage 13-0, in a game 
which dedicated the latter's new field. The game was 
bitterly contested, but the Indians were unable to 
put together a sustained drive and were blanked. 
The Indians broke into the win column a week later 
when they whitewashed Gary Wirt by a 12-0 count. 
The following week the Panthers of Griffith fell before 
Dyer in a 6-0 ball game. The Griffith fans like to 
think of this game as an upset, but to broadminded 
fans who saw it, it was clearly a case of the better 
team winning. The next week the Indians suffered a 
natural letdown and a stinging 24-12 setback. A 
week later the Indians ran into a rugged North Jud- 
son crew and absorbed a 25-6 licking. The following 
Friday, October 10, was homecoming, and Dyer met 
Gary Edison, the eventual co-champs of the Calumet 
conference. The Indian line played its best game of 
the season and limited the powerful Edison offense 
to a lone score, but Dyer was unable to score and 
lost 6-0. On Saturday afternoon of the next week, 
Dyer journeyed to Crete, Ill., and lost a hardfought 
13-0 game to Crete-Monee, Kankakee Valley Con¬ 
ference champs. 


With two wins and five losses, it looked as 
though Dyer would have its first losing season in the 
school's history. But when the Indians took the field 
against Lowell they used the new Vanderkolk spread 
to down the Red Devils 14-7. Oak Lawn proved no 
match for the rejuvenated Indians the next week and 
was routed 41-14. The Pirates of Merrillville supplied 
the Indians with some tough opposition in the final 
game of the season, but came out on the short end 
of a 19-13 score. 

Post season honors were awarded to Bill Pen¬ 
man, rugged 200 pound tackle, when he was voted 
to the all conference team. Bill also received honor¬ 
able mention for all-state. Ernie Jostes was voted 
honorary captain by his teammates, and Penman 
was voted most valuable player. 

In looking back over the season, a great deal of 
credit belongs to Coach Van as well as all of the 
boys. Despite injuries to Rich James (broken ankle), 
George Kline (broken wrist), Glenn Ashcraft (ankle 
separation), Norb Marcinek (injured foot), and Ray 
Jaryszak (broken arm), the team broke even in ten 
games and finished fourth in the conference 
standings.

The 1952-53 Dyer Indians, called by many the best Dyer team in ten 
years, finished the season with a 12-8 record. Plagued in early season by 
injuries, the squad lost a hotly disputed 50-48 game at Griffith and a 57-55 
heartbreaker at East Gary. Carrying a 2-3 record into the Crown Point holiday 
meet, the Indians avenged their loss to Griffith by a 48-40 count, but lost in the 
final two seconds to Hobart 54-53, after leading all the way. A week later they 
swept the Calumet Holiday Tourney by crushing Gary Wirt, 54-43, and downing 
Calumet Township. After the new year the Indians dropped three consecutive 
games to Merrillville, Crown Point, and Gary Edison. They then went on to 
win seven of their last eight, losing only a thriller to Hobart. 

It was the last year for all nine boys for high school basketball because 
eight seniors graduate, and the lone junior has used up his eligibility. Five of 
the boys, Kilander, Penman, James Bowles, and Young have played together 
since the sixth grade. The others, Keilman, Kline, Frauenholtz, and Plimpton, 
transferred from other schools. Everyone, especially the players, appreciates 
the fine coaching job turned in by Jim Jacobs, the popular basketball coach 
at Dyer.
